CONSTITUTION OF OREGON. 


€ AS tt AU a AUS 


PREAMBLE. 


We, the people of the State of Oregon, to the end that justice be ° 
established, order maintained, and liberty perpetuated, do ordain 


this Constitution. . 


ARTICLE I. 
BILL OF RIGHTS. id i 

Section 1. We declare that all men, when they form a social 
compact, are equal in rights ; that all power is inherent in the people, 
and all free governments are founded on their authority, and insti- 
tuted for their peace, safety, and happiness ; and they have at all 
times a right to alter, reform, or abolish the governmenit “in such 
manner as they may think proper. 

2. All men shall be secured in their natural right to worship 
Almighty God according to the dictates of their own consciences. 

-- 8. No law shall in any case whatever control the free exercise 
and enjoyment of religious opinions, or interfere with the rights of 
conscience. 

4. No religious test shall be required as a qualification for any 
office of trust or profit. 

5. No money shall be drawn from the Treasury for the benefit 
of any religious or theological institution, nor shall any money be 
appropriated for the payment of any rejjgious services in either 
House of the Legislative Assembly. í 

6. No person shall. be rendered incompetent as a witness or Jurop 
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in consequence of his opinions on matters of religion, nor be ques- 
tioned in any court of justice touching his religious belief, to affect 
the weight of his testimony. 

7. The mode of administering dn oath, or affirmation shall be . 
such as may be most consistent with, and binding upon the conscience 
of the person to whom such oath or affirmation may be administered. 

8. No law shal be passed restraining the free expression of 
opinion, or restricting the right to speak, write, or print freely on 
any subject whatever; but every person shall be responsible for the 
abuse of this right. Do ONE 

9. Nolaw shall violate the right of the people to be secure in 

their persons, houses, papers and effects, against unreasonable search 

+ Or seizure; and no warrant shall issue'but upon probable cause, 
supported by oath or affirmation, and particularly describing the 
place to be searched, and the person or thing to be seized. 

10. No court shall be secret, but justice shall be aisinistered 
openly and without purchase, completely and without delay, and 
every man shall have remedy by due course of law for injury done 
him in big person, property, or reputation. 

14. In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall have the right 
to public trial by an impartial jury in the county in which the offence 
shall haye been eommiited; to be beard by himself and counsel; to 
demand the nature and cause of the accusation against him, and to 
have a copy thereof; to meet the witnesses face to face, and to have 
'eompulsory process-for obtaining witnesses in his favor. , 


12. No person shall be put in jeopardy twice for the same 
offense, nor be compelled in any criminal prosovution to testify 
against himself. 

18. No person arrested or confined'in jail shall be treated with 
alpnecessary rigor. ' wx ° 

14. Offenses, except murder and treason, shall be bailable by 
suficient sureties. . Murder and treason shall not he bailable when 
the proof i is evident or the presumption strong. 

15.' Laws for the punishment of crime shall be founded on the 
principles of reformation, and not of vindictive justice. 

16. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines im- 
posed. Cruel and unusual punishments shall not be inflicted, but 


. all penalties shall be proportioned to the offen&e.. i 
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17. In all criminal cases whatever, the jury shall haye the right 
_ to determine the law and the facts, under the direction of the court 
as to the law, and the right of new trial, as in civil cases. 

18. In all civil cases, the right of trial by jury shall remain 
inviolate. 
~ 19. Private property shall not be taken for publie use, nor the 
particular services of any man be demanded, without just compen- 

Bation ; nor except in case of the State, without such sak tia 
first assessed and tendered. 

20. There shall be no imprisonment for debt except in case of 
fraud or absconding debtors. 

91. -No law shall be passed granting to any citizen or class of 
citizens privileges or immunities which, upon the same terms, shail 
not equally belong to all citizens. 4 

*99. No expost facto law, or law impairing the obligations of con- 
tracts, shall ever be passed, nor shall any law be passed, the taking 
effeét of which shall be made to depend upon any authority, except 
as provided in this constitution; provided that laws locating the 
capital of the State, locating county seats, and submitting town and 
city corporate acts, and other local and special laws may take effect 
or not, upon a vote of the electors interested. 


23. The operation of the Jaws shall never be suspended except 
by the authority of the Legislative Assembly. 


24. The privilege of the writ of Aabeas corpus shall not be sus- 
pended, unless in case of rebellion or invasion, the public safety 
require it. 

25. Treason against the State shall consist only in levying war 
against it,'or adhering to its enemies, giving them aid,. or comfort. 
Nb person shall be convicted of treason unléss on tne testimony of 
two witnesses to the same overt act, or confession in open court. 

26. No conviction shall work corruption of blood or forfeiture of 
estate. " 

27. No law shall be passed restraining any of the inhabitants of 
the State from assembling together in a peaceable manner to consult 
for their common good; nor from instructing their representatives ; 
nor from applying to the Legislature for redress of grieyabces. 

28. The people shall Have the right to bear arms for the defence 
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of themselves and the State; but the military shall be kept in strict 
subordination to the civil power. 

29. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered i in any house 
without the consent of the owner, nor in time of war, except in 
manner prescribed by law. 
~ 30...Nolaw shall be passed granting any title of, icbility,” or 
‘confering hereditary distinction. 

~ 8i. No lawshall be passed prohibiting emigration from the State, 

32. White foreigners who are or may hereafter become residents 
of this State shall enjoy the same rights in respect to the possession, 
enjoyment and descent of property as native born citizens. And the 
Legislative Assembly shall have power to restrain and regulate the 
immigration to this State of persons not qualified to become citizens 
of the United’ States. g 

33. No tax or duty shall be ops. without the consent of the 
people or their representatives in the Legislative Assembly ; and all 
taxation shall be equal and uniform. 

94. ‘This enumeration of rights and privileges shall not be con- 
strued to impair or deny others retained by the people. 


ARTICLE IT. 
SUFFRAGE AND ELECTIONS. 


— SECTION 1. Allelections shall be free and Biel. 
'92. Tnall elections, not otherwise provided for by this Constitution, 


' every white male citizen of the United States, of the age of twenty- 


one years and upwards, who shall have resided in the State during , 
the six months immedigtely preceding such election ; and every white 
male of foreign birth of the age of twenty-one years, and upwards, 
who shall have resided in the United States one year, and shall have 
resided in this Staie during the six months immediately preceding 
such election, and shall have declared his intention to become a citi- 
zen of the Uuited States, one year preceding. such election, conform- 
ably to the laws’ of the United States on the subject of naturali- 


. zation, shall be entitled to vote at all elections authorized by law. , 


8. ' No idiot or insane person, shall be entitled to the privileges. 
of an elector; and the privilege of an elector shall be forfeited, by 
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a conviction of any,erime which is punishable by imprisonment in 
| the penitentiary. s 
4. For the purpose of voting, ; ‘no person shall be deemed to have 
n gained or lost a residence, by reason of his presence or absence while 
employed. in the service of the United States, or of this State; nor- 
while engaged-in the navigation of the waters of this State, or of 
the United States, or of the high seas; nor while a student of any 
seminaty of learning; nor while kept at any alms-house, or other 
asylum, at public expense ; ; nor while confined in any public prison. 

.9. No soldier, seaman or marine in the army or navy of the 
United States, or of their allies, shall be deemed to have acquired 
a residence in the State, in consequence of having been stationed 
within the same ; nor shall any such soldier, seaman or marine have 
the right to vole. 

*6. No Negro, Chinaman or mulatto, shall have tne > right of 
suffrage. 

T.” Every person shall be disqualified from holding office, during 
the term for which he may have been-elected, who shall have given 
or offered a bribe, threat or reward to procure his election. ' 
` 8. The Legislative Assembly shall enact laws to support the 
privilege of free suffrage, prescribing the manner of regulating and 
conducting elections, and prohibiting, under adequate penalties, alf 
undue influence therein, from power, bribery, tumult, and other 
improper conduct. : — l 

9. Every person who shall give or accept a challenge to fight a 
duel, or shall knowingly carry to another person such challenge, or 
who shall agree to go out of the State to fight a duel, shall be ineli- 
ble to any office of trust or profit. 

10. No person holding a lucrative office, or appointment under 
the United States, or under this State, shall be eligible to a seat in 
the Legislative Assembly ; nor shall any person hold more than one 
lucrative office at the same time, except as in this Constitution ex- 
pressly permitted; provided, that officers in" the militia, to which 
there is attached no annual salary, and the office of- Postmaster, 
where the compensation “does not exceed one hundred dollars per 
annum, shall not be deemed lucrative. . 

. 11. No person who may hereafter be a collector, or holder of 
publio money, shall be eligible to any office of ‘trust or profit, until 
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he shall have accounted for, and paid over according to law, all sums 
for which he may be liable. 

12. In all cases, in which it is provided that an office shall not 
be filled by the same person, more than a certain number of ‘yedts 
continuously, an appointment pro tempore shall not Be reckoned & 


part of that term. 


18. In all cases, epi freason, felony, and breach of the peace, 
electors shall be free from arrest in going to elections, during their 
attendance there, and in returning from the-same ; and no elector 
shall be obliged to do duty in the militia on any day of lesions: 
except in time of war, or public danger. 


14. General elections shall 1® held on the first Monday of June, 
biennially. 

15. Inall elections by the Legislative Assembly, or by either 
branch thereof, votes shall be given openly, or viva voce, and not by 
ballot, forever ; and in al] elections by the people, votes shall be given 
openly, or viva voce, until the Legislative Assembly shall otherwise 
direct. 

16. Inallelections held by the people, under this Constitution, 


, he person or persons who shall receive the highest number of votes, 


Shall be declared duly elected. 


17. All quaified electors shall vote in the election precinct in the 
county where they may reside, for county officers, and in.any county 
in the State for State officers, or in any county of a Congressional 
district in which such electors may reside, for members of Congress: 


E 
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ARTICLE III. 
DISTRIBUTION OF POWERS. 


Section 1. The powers of the govérnment shall be divided into 
three seperate departments, the legislative, the exécutive, including 
the administrative, and the judicial; and no person charged with 
official duties under one of these departments shall exercise any of 
the functions of another except as in this cease éxprésely 
provided, - 
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: ARTICLE IV. 


Peet seas DEPARTMENT. 


Secrion 1. The legislative authority of the State shall be vata 
in the Legislative Assembly, which shall consist of a Senate and 
House of Representatives. The style of every bill shall he, “Be it 
enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State. of Orso and 
no law shall be enacted except by bill. ` 

2. The Senate "shall consist of sixteen, and the House of Rep- 
resentatives of thirty-four members, which number shall not be 
increased until the year eighteen hundred and sixty, after which time 
the Legislative Assembly may increase the number of Senators and 
Representatives, always keeping as near as may be the same ratio 
as to the number of Senators and Representatives. Provided, That 
the Senate shall never exceed thirty, and the House SE a pu 
tives sixty members. 

8. The senators and representatives shall be chosen by the des 
tors of the respective counties or districts into which the State may: 
from time to time be divided by law. 

4. The senators shall be elected for the term of four years, and 
representatives for the term of two years from the day next after 
their general election. Provided, however, That the senators elect. 
at the first session of the Legislative Assembly. under this Consti- 
tution, shall be divided by lot into two equal classes, as nearly as 
may be, and the seats of senators of the first class shall be vacated 
at the expiration of two years, and those of the second class at the 
expiration of four years; so that one-half, as nearly as. possible, 
shall be chosen biennially, forever thereafter. And in case of the 
increase of the number of senators, they shall be so annexed by lot 


; to one or the other of the two classes as to keep them as Leary 


equal as possible. 

5. The Legislative Assembly shall, in the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-five, and every ten years after, cause an enumeration to 
be made of all the white population of the State. 

6. The number of senators and representatives shall, at T 


session next following an enumeration of the inhabitants by the. 
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United States or this State, be fixed by law, and apportioned among 
the several counties according to the number of white population in 
each. And the ratio of senators and representatives shall be deter- 
| * mined by dividing the whole number of white population by the 
number of senators and representatives respectively ; and the num- 
ber of senators and representatives to which any county or district 
shall be entitled,’shall he determined by dividing the whole number 
of white population of such county or district by such respective 
| ratios ; and when a fraction shall result from such division which 
shalt exceed one-half of said ratio, such county or district shall be 
entitled to a member for such fraction. And in case any county 
shall not have the requsite population to entitle such county to a 
, member, then such county shall be attached to some adjoining councy 
- 8 for senatorial or representative purposes. 
^V. A senatorial district, when more than one county shall con- 
stitüte thé same, shall be composed of contiguous counties, and no 
2 county shall be divided in creating senatorial districts. 

8. No person shall be a senator or representative who, at the 
time of his election, is not a citizen of the United States; nor any 
one who has not béen for one year next preceding his election an in- 
habitant of the county or district whence he may be chosen. Sena- 
tors*and representatives shall be atleast twenty-one years of age. 

9. Senators and representatives in all cases except for treason, 
felony, or breaches of the peace, shall be privileged from arrest 
during the session-of the Legislative Assembly, and in going to and 
returning from the sanie; and shall not be subject to any civil pro- 
cess during the session of the Legislative Assembly, nor during the 
fifteet days next before the conimencement thereof. Nor shal a 
member, for words uttered in debate in either house, be questioned 
in any other place. 

. 10. The sessions of the Legislative Assembly shall be held bien- 
~ mially at the Capital of the State, commencing on the second Mon- 
day of September, in the year eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, and 
on the same day of every second year thereafter, unless a different 
day shall have been appointed by law. 
| 11. Each House, when assembled, -shall choose its own officers, 
judge of the election; qualifications and.returris of its own ménbers, 
determine ita own rules of proceeding, and sit upon ita own adjourn- 
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ments; but neither house shall, without the concurrence of the other 
adjourn for more than three days, nor to any other placo than -that 
in which it may be sitting. 

12. Two-thirds of each honse.shall constitute à quorum to do 
business, but a smaller number may meet, adjourn from day to-day, 
and compel the attendance df absent members. A quorum being in 
attendance, if either hause fail to effect an organization within the 
first five days thereafter, the members of the house so failing shall 
be entitled to no compensation from the end of the said five days 
until an organization shall have been effected. TD 

13.. Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings. The 
yeas and nays on any question shall, at the request of any twomem- _ 
bers, be‘ entered, together with the names of the members demanding 

the same, on the journal; provided, that on a motion to adjourn, it 
" shall require one-tenth of the members present to order the yeas 
and nays. 

44. The doors of each house, and of committees of the whole 
shall be kept open, except in such cases as in the opinion of either 
house may require seeresy. 

15. Either house may punish its members for disorderly behay- 
ior, and may, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member 5 
but not a setond time for the same cause. 


16. Either house, during its session, may punish by imprison- 
ment any person not a member, who shall have been guilty of disre- 
spect to the house, by disorderly or contemptuous behavior in its 
presence, but such imprisonment shall not at any time exceed twenty- 
four hours. 


' fT. Each house shall have all powers necessary for a branch of 
the legislative department of a free and independent State. 

18. Bills may originate in either house, but may be amended or 
rejected in the other, except that bills for raising reyenue; shall orig: 
inate in the House of Representatives. 

19. Every bill shall be read by sections, on three several days,’ 
in each house, unless, in case of emergency, two-thirds. ‘of the house 
where such bill may be depending, shall, by a vote of yeas and hays, 
deem it expedient to dispense with this rule; but the reading of $ 
bill by sections on its final passage shall in no case be dispensed 
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with, and the vote on the passage of ay bill or joint pias 
shall be taken by yeas and nays. | 

20. Every act shall embrace but one E and matters prop- 
erly connected therewith, which subject shall be expressed in the 
title. But if any subject shall be embraced in an act which shall 
not be expressed in the title, such act shall be void only as to so 
much thereof as shall-not be expressed in the title. — ' * 

21. "Every act or joint resolution shall be plainly worded, 
avoiding, as far as practicable, the use of technical terms. 

22.. No act shall ever be revised or amended by mere reference 
to its title, but the act revised or section amended shall be set forth 
and published at full length. 

23. The Legislative Assembly shall not pass special or local 
laws in any of the following enumerated cases; that is to say— 

Regulating the jurisdiction and duties of justices of the peace, and 
of constables ; 

For the punishment of crimes and misdemeanors ; 

Regulating the practice in courts of justice ; 

Providing for changing the venue in civil and criminal cases ; 

Granting divorces ; 

Changing the names of persons ; 

For laying, opening and working on highways, and for the election 
or appointment of supervisors ; 

Vacating roads, town plats, streets, alleys and public squares 5 

Summoning and empanneling grand and petit jurors ; 

For the assessment and collection of taxes for State, county, 
township or road purposes ; 

Providing for supporting common schools, and for the preservation 
of school funds ; 

In relation to interest on money ; 

_ Providing for opening and conducting elections of State, county, 
or township officers, and designating the places of voting ; 

Providing for the sale of real estate belonging to minors or other 
persons laboring under legal disabilities by executors, administra- 
tors, guardians or trustees. 

24. Provision may be made by general law for bringing suit 
against the State, as to liabilities originating after or existing at the 


- time of the adoption of this constitution ; but no special act author- 
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izing such snit to be brought, or making compensation to any person 
claiming damages against the State, shall ever be passed. ` 

25... A majority of all the members elected to each House shall 
bé necessary to pass every bill or joint resolution; and all bills or 
joint resolutions so’ passed shall be signed by the presing officers 
of the respective houses. 

26. Any member of either house shall have the right to protest, 
and have his protest, with his reasons for dissent, entered on the 
journal. 

27. Every statute shall be a public law, unless otherwise 
declared in the statute itself. 

28. No act shall take effect until ninety days from ihe end of 
the session at which the same shall have been passed, except in ease 
of emergency ; which emergency shall be declared in the preamble 
or in the body of the law. í 

29. The members of the Legislative Assembly shall receive for 
their services, a sum not exceeding three dollars a day, from the 
commencement of the session; but such pay shall not exceed in the 
aggregate one hundred and twenty dollars for per diem allowance 
for any one session. When convened in extra session by the 
Governor, they shall ‘receive three. dollars per day; but ‘no extra 
session shall continue for a longer period than twenty days. They 
shall also receive the sum of three dollars for every twenty miles 
they shall travel in going to and returning from their place of 


meeting, on the niost üsüal route. The presiding officers of the. 


Assembly shall, in virtue of their office, receive an additional com- 
pensation equal to two-thirds of their per diem allowance as members. 

80. No senator or representative shall, during the time for which’ 
he may have been elected, be’ eligible to any office, the election to 
which is vested in the Legislative Assembly ; nor shall be appointed 
to any’ civil office of profit which shall have been created, or the 


emoluments of which shall have been increased during such term, but. 


ihis latter provision shall not be construed to ur to any officer 
elective by the people. 

91. The members of the Legislative Assembly shall stone they 
enter on the duties of their respective offices, take and subscribe the 
following oath or affirmation : 

I do solemnly swear (or affirm, as the case may be,) that I will 
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; support the Constitution of the United States, and the Constitution 

* of the State of Oregon, and that I will faithfully discharge the duties 
of Senator (or Representative, as the case may be) according to ihe 
best of my ability. And such oath may be administered by tho 
Governor, Secretary of State, or a Judge of the Supreme Court.

8. In case of the removal of the Governor from office, or of his 
death, resignation,-or inability to discharge the duties of the office, 
the same shall devolve on the Secretary of State; and in ease of the 
removal from office, death, resignation, or inability, both of the Gov- 
ernor and Secretary of State, the President of the Senate shall act 
as Governor, until the disability be removed, or a Governor be elected. 

9. The Governor shall be oommander-in-chief of the military 
snd naval forces of this State, and may call out such forces to exe- 
cute the laws, to suppress insurrection, or to repel invasiqn. 

10. He shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed. 

11. He shall, from time to time, give to the Legislative Assembly 
information touching the condition of the State, and recommend 

such measures as he shall judge to be expedient. 
` 12. He may, on extraordinary occasions, convene the Legislative 
Assembly “by proclamation, and shall state te both Houses when 
assembled, the purpose for which they shall have been convened. 

13. He shall transact all necéssary business with the officers of 
government, and may require information in writing from the officers 
of thé administrative and military departments upon any subject 
relating to the duties of their respective offices. 

14. He shall have power to grant reprieves, commutations, and 
patdons, after conviction for all offences except treason, subject to 
such regulations as may be provided by law. Upon conviction for 
treason he shall have power to suspend the execution of thé sentence 
until the case shall be reported to the Legislative Assembly, at its 
next meetingy when the Legislative, Assembly shall either grant a 
pardon, commute the sentence, direct the execution of the sentence, 
or grant a further reprieve. He shall haye power to remit fines and 
forfeitures, under such regulations as may be prescribed by law; 
and shall report to the Legislative Assembly, at its next meeting, 
each case of reprieve, commutation or. » pardon granted, and the rea- 
sons for granting the same; and iso the names of all persons in 
whose favor remission of fines and i shell have been made, 
and the several amounts reritted. l 

15. Every bill which shall have — the Legislative Assembly, 
shall, before it becomes a law; bẹ prestie tothe Governor, if he 
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approve, he shall sign it; but if, not, he shall return it with his 
_ objections to that house in which it shall have originated, which . 
"house shall enter the objections at large upon the journal, and pro- 
ceed to reconsider it. If, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of 
the members present shall agree to pass the bill, it shall be sent, 
together with the objections, to the other house, by which it shall 
likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present, it shall become a law. But in all such cases, the votes

manner as if it had been returned by the Governor. 

16. When during a recess of the Legislative A&sembly a vacancy 
shall happen in any office, the appointment to which is vested in the 
Legislative Assembly; or when, at any time, s vacancy shall have 
occurred in any other State office, or in the office of Judge of any 
court, the Goyernor shall fill such vacaney by appointment, which 
shall expire when.a successor paa have been elected and qualified. 

17. He shall issue writs of election to fill such vacancies as may 
have occurred in the Legislative Assembly. 

18. All commissions shall issue in the name of the State, shall 
be signed by the Govérnor, sealed with the seal of the State, and 
attested by the Secretary of State.

and regulated by law in accordance with this Constitution. Justices 
of the peace may also be invested with limited judicial powers, and, 
municipal courts may be created to administer the regulations of 
incorporated towns and cities. 

2. The Supreme Court shall consist of four justices, to be chosen 
in districts by the eleetors thereof, who shall be citizens of the United 
States, and who shall have resided in the State at least three ‘years 
next preceding their election, and after their election to reside jn 
their respective districts. The nuniber of justices and districts may 
be increased, but shall not exceed five, until the white population of 
the State shall amount to one hundred thousand, and shall never 
exceed seven; and the boundaries of districts may be changed, but 
no change of district shall have the effect to remove a judge from 
office, or require him to change his residence without bis consent. 

3. The judges first chosen under this Constitution shall allot 
among themselves their terms of office, so that the term of one of 
them shall expire in two years, one in four years, and two in six 
years, and thereafter one or more shall be chosen every two years, 
to serve for the term of six years. 

4. Every vacancy in the office of judge of the Supreme Court 
shall be filled by election for the remainder of the vacant term, unless: 
it would expire at the next election, and until so filled, or when it 
would so expire, the Governor shall fill the vacancy by appointment. 

5. The judge who has the shortest term to serve, or the oldest 
of several having such shortest term, and not ‘holding by appoint- 
ment, shall be the chief justice. 

6. The Supreme Court shall have jur isdiction only to revise the 
final decisions of the circuit courts; and every case shall be tried, 
and every decision shall be made by those judges only, or à majority 
of them, who did not try the cause or make the decision in the circuit 
court. 

7. The terms of the Supreme Court shall be appointed by law ; 
but there shall be one term, at the seat of government annually. 
And at the close of each term the "judges shall file with the Secretary 
of State, concise written statements of the decisions made at that 
term. - 

8. The circuit court shall be held twice, at least, in each year, 
in each county organized for judicial purposes, by one of the justices, 
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of the Supreme Court, at times to be appointed by law ; ; and at-such 
other times as may be appointed by the judges severally, in pürsu- 
ance of law. 2x fe ; 

9. All judicial power, authority and jurisdiction not vested by 
this constitution, or by laws consistent therewith exclusively in some 
other court, shall belong to the circuit.courts ; and they shall have 
appellate jurisdiction and supervisory control over the county courti 
and all other inferior courts, officers and tribunals. 

. 10. When the white population of the State shall amount to two 
hundred thousand, the Legislative Assembly may provide for -the 
election of supreme and circuit judges in distinct classes, oné of which . 
classes shall consist of three justices of the Supreme Court, who 
shall not perform circuit duty, and the other class shall consist of the 
necessary number of eiréuit judges, who shall hold full terms without 
allotment, and who shall take the same oath as the supreme judges. 

11. "There shall be elected in each county for the term of four 
years, county judge, who shall hold the county court at times to 
be regulated by law., 

12. The county court shall have the jurisdiction pertaining to 
probate courts, and boards of county commis¥ionérs, and such other 
powers and duties, and such civil jurisdiction not exceeding the 
amount or value of five hundred dollars, and such criminal jurisdic- 
tion not extending to death or imprisonment in the ‘penitentiary as 
may be prescribed by law. But the Legislative Assembly may 
provide for the election of two commissioners to sit with the county . 
judge whilst transacting county business in any or all of the counties, 
or thay provide a separate board for transacting such business. 

19. The county judge may grant preliminary injunctions and 
such other writs as the Legislative Assembly may authorize him to 
grant, returnable to the circuit court, or otherwise, as may be pro- 
vided by law ; and may hear and decide questions arising upon Aubeás 
corpus, provided such decision be not against the authority or pró- 
ceedings of a court or judge of equal or higher jurisdiction. . 

14. The counties having less than ten thousand white inhabitants 
shall be reimbursed, wholly or in part, for the salary and expenses 
of the county court, by fees, per centage, and other equitable-taxa- 


tioh of the business done in said court, and in the office of the pad 
clerk. 
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15. A county clerk shall be elected in each county, for the term 
of two years, who shall keep all the public records, books and papers. 
of the county, record conveyances, and perform the duties of clerk 
of the circuit and county courts, and such other duties as may be 
preseribed by law ; but whenever the number of voters in any county 
shall exceed twelve hundred, the Legislative Assembly may author- 
ize the election of one person as clerk of the circuit court, one person. 
as clerk of the county court, and one person recorder of conveyances. 

16. A sheriff shall be elected in each county for the term of two 
years, who shall be the ministerial officer of the circuit and county 
courte, and shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed by 
law. 

17. There shall be elected by distriets composed of one or more 
counties, a sufficient number of prosecuting attorneys, who shall" be- 
the law officers of the State, and of tlic counties within their respec- 
tive districts, and shall perform such duties pertaining to the admin- 
istration of law and general police, as the Legislative Assembly may 
direct. 

18. The Legislative Assembly shall so provide that the most 
competent. of the permanent citizens of the county shall be chosen for 
jurors; and out of the whole number in attendance at the court, 
seven shall be drawn by lot as grand jurors, five of whom must 
concur to find' an indictment. But the Legislative Assembly may 
modify or abolish grand juries. l 

19. - Public officers shall not be impeached, but incompetency, 
corruption, malfeasance or delinquency in office may be tried in the 
same Manner as criminal offenses, and judgment may be given of 
dismissal from office, and such further punishment as may have been 
prescribed by law. 

20. ‘he Governor may remove from office a judge of the Supreme 
court, or prosecuting attorney, upon the joint resolution of the Leg- 
islative Assembly, in which two-thirds of the members elected to 
each house shall concur, for incompetency, corruption, malfeasance, 
or delinquency in office, or other sufficient cause, stated in such 
resolution.

EDUCATION AND SCHOOL LANDS. 


SEcrioN:1. The Governor shall be superintendent of publie 


instruction, and his powers and duties in that capacity shall be such 
as may be prescribed by law; but after the term of five years from 
the adoption of this Constitution, it shall be competent for the Legis- 
lative Assembly to provide by law for the election of a superinten- 


dent, to provide for his compensation, and prescribe his powers and 


duties. : 

2: The proceeds of all the lands which have been, or hereafter 
` may be granted to this State, for educational purposes, (excepting 
the lands heretofore granted to aid in the establishment of a Univer- 
sity) all the moneys and clear proceeds of all property which may 
accrue to the State by escheat or forfeiture; all money which may 
be paid as exemption from military duty ; the proceeds of all gifts, 
devises and bequests, made by any person to the State for common 
school purposes; the proceeds of all property granted to the State 
when the purposes of such grant shall not be stated ; all the proceeds 
of the five hundred thousand acres of land*to which this State is 
entitled by the provisions of an act of Congress, entitled ‘“An act to 
appropriate the proceeds of the sales of the public lands, and to 
grant pre-emption rights, approved the 4th of September, 1841,” 
and also the five per centum of the net proceeds of the sales of the 
‘public lands, to which this State shall become entitled on her admis- 
sion into the Union (if „Congress shall- consent to such appropriation 
of the two grants last mentioned) shall be set apart as a separate and 
irreducible fund to be called the common school fund, the interest of 
which, together with all other revenues derived from the school land 
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meutioned in this section shall be exclusively applied to the support 
and maintenance of common schools in each school district, and the 
purchase of suitable libraries and apparatus therefor. 

8. The Legislative Assembly shall provide by law for the estab- 
lishment of a uniform and general system of common schools. 

4. Provision shall be made by law for the distribution of the 
income of the common school fund among tlie several counties of this 
State in proportion to the number of children resident therein 
between the ages of four and twenty years. ‘ 

5. The Governor, Seorétary of State, and State Treasurer shall 
constitute a board.of éommissioners for the sale of school and Uni- 
versity lands, and for the investment of the funds arising therefrom ; 
and their powers and duties shall be such as may be prescribed by 
law. "Provided, That no part of the University funds, or of the 
interest arising therefrom shall be expended until the period of ten 
years fron the adoption of this Constitution, unless the same shall 
be otherwise disposed of by the consent of Congress for common

Section i. The Legislative Assembly shall provide by law for 
a uniform and equal rate of assessment and taxation, and shall pre- 
scribe such regulations as shall secure a just valuation for, taxation 
of all property, both real and personal, excepting such” only for 
municipal, educational, literary, scientific, religious, or charitable 
purposes, as may be specially exempted by law.

3. No tax shall be levied except in pursuance of law, and every 
law imposing a tax shall distinctly state the object of the same, to

4. No money shall be drawn from the TR but in. Hürsuános 
of appropriations made ud law. 
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; & An accurate statement of the receipts and expenditures of the 
public money shall be published with the laws of each ‘regular session 
of the Legislative Assembly, 

6. Whenever the expenses of any fiscal year shall exceed the 
income, the Legislative Assembly shall provide for levying a tax for 
the ensuing fiscal year, sufflcient, with other sources of income, to 
pay the deficiency, as well as the estimated expense of the ensuing 
fiscal year. 

T. Laws making appropriations for the salaries of public officers 
and other current expenses of the State, shall contain provisions upon 
no other subject. 

8, All stationery required for the use of the State, shall be fur-, 
nished by the lowest responsible bidder, under such regulations as 
may be prescribed by law. But no State officer, or member of the 
Legislative Assembly shall be interested in any bid or contract for 
furnishing such stationery.

MILITIA.

Section d. The militia of this State shall consist of all able- 
bodied male citizens between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, 
exeépt such persons as now are or hereafter may be exempted by the 
laws of the United States or of this State. 

2. Persons whose religious tenets or conscientious scruples forbid 
them to bear arms, shall not be compelled to do so in time of peace, 
but shall pay an equivalent for personal service. 

9. The Governor shall appoint the adjutant general and the 
other chief officers of the general staff, and his own staff, and all 
officers of the line shall be elected by the persons subject to military 
duty in their respective districts. 

4. The majors general, brigadier general, colonels or comman- 
dants of regiments, battallions, or squadrons, shall severally appoint 
their staff officers, and the governor shall commission all officers of 
the line and staff ranking as such. 

5. The Legislative Assembly shall fix by 1 law the method of 
dividing the mihtia into divisions,.brigades, regiments, battalions, 
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and companies, and make all other needful rules and regulations in 
such manner as they may deem expedient, not incompatible with the 
Constitution or laws of the United States, or of the Constitution of 
this State, and shall fix the rank of all staff officers.

SkcrroN 1. The Legislative Assembly shall not have the power 
to establish or in&orporate any bank, or banking company, or monied 
institution whatever; nor shall any bank, company or institution 
exist in the State with the privilege of making, issuing, or putting in 

‘ circulation any bill, check, certificate, promissory note, or other 

paper, or the paper of any bank, company, or person, to circulate as 

money. « 
9. Corporations may be formed under general laws, but shall not 
be created by special laws, except for municipal purposes. ‘All laws 
passed pursuant to this section may be altered, amended, or repealed, 
but not so as to impair or destroy any vested corporate rights. 

8. The stockholders of all corporations and joint stock compa- 
nies shall be liable for the indebtedness of said corporation to the 
amount of their stock subscribed and unpaid, and no more. 

4. No persons property shall be taken by any corporation, 

» under ‘authority of law, without compensation being first made or 
secured, in such manner as may be prescribed by law. 

5. Acts of the Legislative Assembly, incorporating towns and 
cities, shall restrict their powers of taxation, borrowing money, con- 
tracting debts, and loaning their credit. 

6. The State shall not subscribe to, or be interested in the stock 
of any company, association or corporation. 

7. The Legislative Assembly shall not, in any manner, create 

any debt or liabilities which shall singly, or in the aggregate with 

+ previous debts or liabilities, exceed the sum of fifty thousand dol- 

lars, except in case of war, or to repel invasion, or suppress insur- 

rection ; and every contract of indebtedness enteréd into or assumed 

l by or on behalf of the State, when all its liabilities and debts amount 

" to said sum, shall be void and of no effect. 
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. - 8. The State shall never assume the debts of any county, town, 
city, or other corporation whatever, unless such debts-shall have 
heen created to repel invasion, suppress insurrection, or defend. the 
State in war. 

9. No county, city, town, or other municipal corporation, by 
vote of its citizens, or otherwise, shall become a stockholder in any 
joint’ stock company, corporation, or association whatever, or raise 
money for, or loan ics credit to, or in aid of, any such company, 
corporation or association. 

10. No county shall create any debts or liabilities which shall 
singly, or in the aggregate, exceed the sum of five thousand dollars, 
except to suppress insurrection, or repel invasion; but the debts of 
any county, at the time this Constitution takes effect, shall be dis- 
regarded i in estimating the sum to which such county is limited. 


ARTICLE XII. 


STATE PRINTER. 


Sevrion 1. There shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
the State at the times and places of choosing members of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, a State printer, who shall hold his office for- the 
term of four years. He shall perform all the public printing for the 
State, which may be provided by law. The rates to be paid to him 
for such printing shall be fixed by law, and shall neither be increased 
nor diminished during the term for which he shall have been elected. 
He shall give such security for the performance of his duties as the 
Legislative Assembly may provide. 


"ARTICLE XIII: 


SALARIES. 4 


The Governor shall receive an annual salary of fifteen hundred 
dollars. The Secretary of State shall receive an annual salary. of. 
fifteen hundred dollars. ,'The Treasurer of State shall receive.an 
annual salary of eight hundred dollars. -The Judges of the Supreme 
Court shall each receive an annual salary of ¢wo thousand dollars, 
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They shall receive no fees or perquisites whatever for the perform-

compensation of officers, if not fixed by this Constitution, shall be 
provided by law.

SEAT OF GOVERNMENT. 


' Section t. The Legisldtivo Assembly shall ziot have power to 
establish a permanent seat-of government for this State. But at 
the first regular session after the adoption of this Constitution, the 
Legislative Assembly shall provide by law for the submission to the 
electors of this State at the next general election thereafter, the 
matter of the selection of a place for a permanent seat of govern- 
ment; and no place shall ever be the seat of government under such 
law, which shall not receive a majority of all the votes cast on the 
matter of such selection. i : 

2. No tax shall be levied, or money of the State expended, or 
debt contracted for the erection of a State house prior to the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-five. E 

8. The seat of government, when established as provided in sec- 
tion one, shall not be removed for the term of twenty years from the 
time of such establishment; nor in any other manner than as pro- 
vided in the first section of this article. Provided, that all public 
institutions of the State hereafter provided. for by the Legislative 
Assembly, shall be located at the seat of government.

Secrion 1: All officers, except members of the Legislative 
Assembly, shall hold their offices until their successors are elected 
and qualified. 

2. When thé duration of any office is not provided for by this 
constitution, it may be declared by law ; and if not so declared, such 
office shall be held during the pleasure of the authority making the 
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appointment. But the Legislative Assembly shall not create any

3. Every person elected or appointed. to any office under this 
constitution, shall; before entering on the duties thereof, take an oath

4. Lotteries, and the sale of lottery tickets, for any .purpose 
whatever, are prohibited, and thé Legislative ecu shall prevent

In order that the boundaries of the State may be known and 
established, it is hereby ordained and declared that the State of 
Oregon shall be bounded as follows, to wit : 

Beginning one marine league at sea due west from the point jd 
the 42d parallel of north latitude intersects the same, thence north- 
erly, at the same distance from the line of the coast lying west and 
opposite the State, including all islands within the jurisdietion of the 
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United States, to & pomt-due west and opposite the middle of the 
north ship channel of the Columbia- river, thence easterly to and up 
the middle channel of said river, and where it is divided by islands,- 
up the middle of the widest channel thereof, and in like manner up: 
the middle of the main channel of Snake river, to thé mouth of the: 
Owyhee river; thence due south fo the parallel of latitude forty-two: 
degrees north ; thence west along said parallel to the place of begin- 
ning, including jurisdiction in civil and criminal cases upon the’ 


. Columbia river and Snake river, concurrently with States and Ter- 


ritories of which those rivers form a boundary, in common with this 
State. , But the Congress of the United States, in providing for the 
admission of this State into the Union, may make the gaid northern 
boundary conform to the act creating the Territory of "Washington.

an amendment or amendments which shall have been agreed upon by 
one Legislative Assembly shall be awaiting the action of a Legislative 
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Assembly or of the electors, no additional amendment or amend- 
ments shall be proposed. ;

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ARTICLE’ XVIII. 
SCHEDULE, 


Section 1. For the purpose of taking the vote of the electors of 
the State for the acceptance or rejection of this Constitution, an 
election shall be held on the second Monday of November; in- the 
year 1857, to be conducted according to existing laws regulating the 
election of Delegate.in Congress, so far as applicable, except ag 
herein otherwise provided. . . 

2. Each elector who offers to vote upon this Constitution shall be 
asked by, the judges of election this question : 

Do you yote for the Constitution—Yes ot No? 

And also this question : 

Do you vote for slavery in Oregon—Yes or No? 

And also this question : 

Do you vote for free negroes in Oregon—Yes or No? 

And in the poll books shall be columns headed respectively, 
* Constitution, Yes," **Constitution, No;? ‘Slavery, Yes,". 
* Slavery, No;? “Free Negroes, Yes," “Free Negroes, No." 
And the names of the electors shall be entered in the poll books, 
together with their answers to the said questions, under their appro- 
priate heads. The abstracts of the votes transmitted to the Secre- 
tary of the Territory shall be publicly opened and canvassed by the 
Governor and Secretary, or by either of them in the absence of the 
other; and the Governor, or in his absence, the Seeretary, shall 
forthwith'issue his proclamation, and publish the same in the several 
newspapers printed in this State, declaring the result of the mid 
election upon each of said questions. 

3., Ifa majority of all the votes given for and against the Consti- 
tution shall be given for the Constitution, then this Constitution 
shall be deemed to be approved and accepted by the electora of the 
State, and shall take effect accordingly; and if a majority of such 
yotes shall be given against the Constitution, then this Constitution 


shall be deemed to be rejected by the electors of the he State, and shall 
be xoid. ‘ 
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'4. If this Constitution shall be accepted by the electors, and a 
majority of all the votes given for and against slavery shall he given 
for slavery, then the following section shall be added to the Bill of 
Rights, and shall be part of this Constitution : 

* Section —. Persons lawfully held as slaves in any State, 
"Territory or District of the United States, under the laws thereof; 
may be brought into thia State; and their descendents may be held 
as slaves within this State, and shall not be emancipated without the 
consent of their owners.” * 

And if a majority of such votes shall be giyen against slavery; 
then the foregoing section shall not, but the following section shall 


, be added to the Bill of Rights, and shall be a part of this Constitu- 


tion : . 
* Section —. There shall be neither slavery nor involuntary sér- 
s Vitude in this State, otherwise than as a punishment for criine, 
whereof the party shall have been duly convicted.” 

And if a majority of all the ‘votes given for:and against free 
negroes shall be given against free negroes, then the following section 
shall be added to the Bill of Rights, and shall be a part of this 
Constitution : 

“Section —.- No free negro or mulatto, not residing in this 
State at the time of the adoption of this Constitution, shall ever 
come, reside, or be within this State, or hold any real estate, or 
make any contract, or, maintain any suit therein; and the Législa- 
tive Assembly shall provide by penal laws for the rémova] by. public 
-officers of all such free negroes and mulattoes, and for their effectual 
exclusion from the State, and for the punishment of persons who 
shall bring them into the State, or employ or harbor them therein,? 

5. Until an enumeration of the white inhabitants of the State 
shali be made, and the Senators and Representatives apportioned as 
directed in this Constitution, the county of Marion shall have two Sen- 


' ators and four Representative ; Linn, two Senators and four Repre- 


sentatives ; Lane, two Senators and three Representatives ; ; Clacka- 
mas and Wasco,one Senator jointly,and Clackamas three Representa- 
tives, and Wasco one Representative ;" Yamhill, one Senator and two 
Representatives; Polk, one Senator and two Représentatives; Bentón, 
one Senator and two Representatives ; Multnomah, one Senator and 
two Representatives; Washington, Columbia, Clatsop and Tilla- 
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movk one Senator jointly, and Washington one Representative, and 
Washington and Columbia one Representative jointly, and Clatsop 
‘and Tillamook one .Representative jointly ; ; Donglas, one Senator 
and two Representatives; Jackson, one Senator and three Repre- 
sentatives: Josephine, one Senator and one Representative; Ump- 
qiix, Coos and Curry, one Senator jointly, and Umpqua one Repre- 
sentative, and Coos and Curry one Representative jointly. 


6. “If this Constitution shall be ratified, an alection shall be held 
on‘theJfirst Monday in June, 1858, for the election of members of 
the Legislative Assembly, a Representntive in Congress, and State 
and county officers; and the Legislative Assembly shall convene àt 
the capitol on the first Monday of July, 1858, and proceed to elect , 
two Senators in Congress, and make such further provision as may 
be necessary to the complete organization of a State government. 

7. All laws in force in the Territory of Oregon when the Consti- 
tution takes effect, and consistent therewith, sial continue in force 
until-altered or repealed. ` 

8. All officers of the Territory of Oregon, or under its laws, 
when this Constitution takes effect, shall continue in office until 
superceded by the State authorities. $ * 

9. Crimes and misdemeanors committed against the Territory of 
Oregon shall be punished by the State as they might have been 
punished by the Territory if the change of alas had not been 
made. : 

10. All property and rights of the Territory ‘and of the several - 
counties, subdivisions, and political bodies corporate of, or in the 
Territory, including fines, penalties, forfeitures, debts and claims of 
whatsoever nature, and recognizances, obligations, and undertakings 
to or for the use of the Territory or any county, political corporation, - 
officer or otherwise, to or for the publie, shall enure to the State, or 
remain to the county, local division, corporation, officer, or public, as 
if the change of government had not been made. And private rights 
shall not be affected by such change. 

11. Until otherwise provided by law, the Judicial districts of the 
State shall be constituted as follows:—The counties of Jackson, 
Josephine and Douglas shall constitute the first district. The 
counties of-Umpqua, Coos and Curry, Lane and Benton shall consti- 
iute the second district. The counties of Linn, Marion, Polk, 
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Yamhill, and Washington, shall constitute the third district. The 
counties of Clackamas, Multnomah; Wasco, Columbia, Clatsop and 
Tillamook shall constitute the fourth district; and the county of 
Tillamook shall be attached to the county of Clatsop for Judicial 
purposes.

A; PROCLAMATION. 


Wuerxas, the people of the Territory of Oregon, through their 
delegates in Convention assembled, prepared a Constitution for, ‘their- 
government under a State organization, and submitted the same, with 
with certain propositions, to be approved and determined at an elec- 
tion which was held in the said Territory on the 9th day of Novem- 
ber, a. D., 1857, in conformity to the provisions made by said 
Convention of delegates, and 

WnERnEAS; it was further provided by said Convention of dele- 
gates that the result of said election'should be announced by Execu- 
tive proclamation : 

"Therefore to that end it is hereby declared and made known that 
at thé said election, held on the 9th day of November, A. D., 1857, 
there were seven thousand one hundred and ninety-five votes given 
for the adoption of the said Constitution, and three thousand oné 
hundred and ninety-five votes against its adoption. There were two 
thousand six hundred and forty-five votes given in favor of Slavery, 
and seven thousand seven hundred and twenty-seven votes against 
Slavery, and there were given one thousand and eighty-one votes in 
favor of permitting the residence of free negroes, and eight thousand 
six hundred and forty votes against the same. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my official signature, 

and caused the seal of the Territory to be affixed, at Salem,

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AN ACT to amend an Act entitled An Act to provide for the salé of the Common 
School Land of the Territory of Oregon. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That it shall be the duty of the superinten- 
dents of Common Schools, in each county of this Territory, -to offer 
for sale to the highest bidder, at not less than two dollars per acre, 
the school lands of their respective counties, at such times and places, 
and in such manner as the County Commissioners of their respective 
counties may order, and direct, and that before entering upon the 
sale of any such school lands aa are herein provided for, said super- 
intendents of Common Schools, shall each execute a bond with at 
least two good, sufficient and approved securities, in the sum of not 
less than five thousand dollars ; conditioned for the faithful perform- 
ance of their respective duties, and the prompt payment to the County 
Treasurers, of all moneys, notes, or other securities, as provided in 
' this act; said bond to be executed and delivered to the County Com- 
~ missioners of their respective counties. 

. Sec. 2. That all deferred payments shall be secured by notes 
of the purchaser, With sufficient security, and made payable to the 
Treasurer of the county in which said lands may be situated.

‘schools to make a report to the Territorial Auditor, at least, twenty

It shall 
be the duty of the Superintendent to engage the services of a prac- 
tical brick-maker, to superintend the labor of convicts in the business 
of brick-making, on any grounds belonging to the penitentiary suit- 
-able for that purpose; the salary of said brick-maker not to exceed 
the sum of five dollars per day. 

Sec. 8. Itshall be thé duty of the ‘Superintendent, whenever 
the convicts shall be employed, but not otherwise, to engage the ser- 
vices of an assistant keeper, and two capable and resolute guards ;, 
and it shall be the duty of the guards so employed to be constantly 
alert, while on guard, to be armed with loaded weapons, and to pre- 
vent the escape of any convicts, at all hazards. 

Sec. 9. The compensation of assistant keeper and guards, as 
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provided in the foregoing section, shall be at the rate of «six hundred | 
dollars per annum, while employed, and they shall, at all times, be 
subject to such fines and forfeitures, for negligence of duty, ss the 
Superintendent shall determine; Provided, That the parties shall _ 
have the right to appeal to the District: Court. 


„Sre. 10. The Superintendent shall be, and is hereby, authorized 
to sell, at the market value,any brick which may be manufactured 
| by convict labor, under the provisions of this act, for the use of the 

Territory. 
Sec. 11. And the Superintendent shall draw his order on the 
Territorial Treasury once in sixty days, for such sums as shall 
1 become due, to any person, or persons, under the provisions of this 
i act, and it shall be the duty of the Territorial Auditor to audit the 
same, and the Territorial Treasurer shall pay the same out of any 
fufids in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated.

: in Oregon. 


Section 1. Be i enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That from and after the first’ day of March, 
1858, no Chinaman shall mine gold, trade, sell or buy goods, chattels 
or any property whatever, for the purpose of- maintaining a liveli- 
hood, in this Territory, unless licensed so to do as provided in 

this act. 
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Sec. 2. Every Chinaman engaged in mining gold, trading, sell- 
ing or buying goods, chattels, or any property whatever, in this 
‘Territory, shall pay for such privilege, or privileges, the sum of four 
dollars per month, in manner hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 8. It-shall be the duty of the County Auditor of each 
county in which Chinamen are engaged in mining gold, trading, sell-* 
ing or buying goods, chattels or any property whatever, to issue to 
the Sheriff, on the first Monday in March, June, September and 
December of each year, a number of blank licenses, sufficient for the 
purposes contemplated in this act, substantially in the following 
form:

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That the Rt. Rev. Thomas F. Scott,-D.D., 
the Rev. John, M, Carty, D.D., the Rev. St. Michael Fackler, the 
Rev. John Sellwóod, the Rev. Johnston McCormack, the Rev. James 
R. W. Sellwood, Benjamin Stark, Edward Hamilton, Alden H. 
Steele, H. V. V. Johnson, and Alexander C. Anderson, and their 
successors, are hereby declared to be a body politic and corporate in 
law, by the name and style of the “ Trustees of Trinity School.?* 

Src. 2. -That the corporation hereby created shall consist of 
eleven members, namely: the bishop of the Prostestant Epjscopal 
Church for the diocese within which said school shall be located, of 
five clergymen and five laymen, to be chosen by the convention of 
said diocese, in such manner, and by such rotation as that body may 
adopt; six members shall constitute a quorum for the trangaction of 
business, and the bishop aforesaid shall be ex-officio president of the

asmay deemed expedient, with milling and manufacturing privileges,

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
Congress assembled :—Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Oregon, would respectfully solicit your Honor- 
able Body to grant to Mrs, Mary A. Harris, a resident of Jackson 
county, in this Territory, a pension adequate to the support of her- 
self and her disabled child, for the following reasons: s 


On the ninth day of October, 1855, at the outbreak of the Indian 
hostilities in Rogue river vally, the family of a settler by the name 
of Harris were attacked in their house by s numerous band of In- 
dians, and without any provocation on their part, the father was 
shot and mortally wounded, while in the act of giving the Indians 
food. At the same time an only son was killed a short distance from 
the house, and an only daughter was shot through the arm, from 
which she has never fully recovered, and is at present jour dis- 
abled from the effects of the wound. 

The conduct of the wife-and mother during these occurrences has 
seldom been equaled in admirable firmness and self-devotion. Grasp- 
ing @ rifle, she discharged it at-her savage assailants, and succeeded 
in closing the entrance to the house, from whence she kept up a 


rapid fire on the Indians, forcing them temporarily to retire ; she. 


then turned her attention to the wounded sufferers, and after minis- 
tering to their wants resumed her endeavors for their ‘safety, fre- 
quently exposing herself to the fire of the Indians. 

- Unconscious of danger, her exertions were continued for nearly 
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twenty-four hours, and all thẹ fears of the woman were merged in 
the devotion of the wife and the mother. Alone, through the long 
and weary night, she stood the defender of her dying husband, and 
her wounded child ; she received the last parting words of her com- 
panion in life, and only in the final hour of rescue came back to her 
heart the full tide of sorrow at her bereavement. 

No power can compensate her for the loss of her'son and husband 
—no wealth may make amends for their absence, but the govern- 
ment that owed her protection may, and wê.trast will, provide with 
a liberal hand for this noble woman and her disabled child. 

Your memorialists would earnestly represent that the sympathies 
of the entire people of this Territory are enlisted in her behalf, and 
a liberal provision by your honorable body will be acknowledged with 
gratitude by your m-morialists and their constituency, who will 
ever pray.

* MEMORIAL relating to the admission. of Oregon as a State in ‘the Union. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House vf. Bepreséntaties of 
the United States in Congress assembled: Your ‘memorialists, ‘the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oregon,’ most.respeetfully 
represent that the.people of Oregon, during the joint occudpney of 
said Territory, by Great Britain and: the United States, established 

` and maintained for themselves a governinent, republican in form, and 
American i in character. They organized its different: departments ; 
they adopted ‘and enforced a code of laws; they opened post roads 
and established mail route and pédst-offices; they regulated Indian 
relations, and successfully colonized a wild, distant region, occupied 
and surrounded by large tribes of the most sayage and warlike 


» 
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Indians of the continent. In a word, they exhibited, to the fullest 


extent, their capacity . of self government. 

Since the organization of the present Territorial government, the 
population of said Territory has been largely increased by itimi- 
gration; so that its présent numbers exceed those of a large niüjority 
of the States of the Union at the time of theiradmission. ~~ +.: 

On thé first Monday of June, 1856, by act of the Legislative 
Assembly of said Territory, the question of holding a convention to 
frame a constitution and State government for. Oregon, was submitted 
tò a vote of the people. ‘This question was answered in the affirm- 
ative, after a full and fair canvass, in which all parties joined, i 
thé decisive result of near six thousand majority. -~ 

Whereupon delegates were elected at a general-electioh in J urig, 
1857, to said convention to frame a constitution. Said convention 
convened at Salem in said Territory; on the third Monday of August 
1857, and proceeded to the discharge of their duties. Aftér an 
industrious and well ordered session of thirty-two days, they poe 
their labors to a close. 

In the schedule of said constitution, provision was-made for the 
acceptance or rejection of the same, by a submission to a vote of the 
people of the proposed State, on the second Monday of November, 
1857. The question of slavery and of the admission of free negroes 
to Oregon being much agitated in the country, were submitted toa 
seperate vote. Said election was duly held, and said questions duly 
passed upon, the results of which have been declared by the procla- 
mation of the governor of said Territory, and appended to the. copy 
of. the constitution duly authenticated and forwarded. to-the proper 
department ‘of the government for presentation to Congress. 

Your memorialists, therefore, pray your "hónorable bodies to pass 
an act authorizing the admission of Oregon as a State of the. Union.

To the Honorable the Senate and House: of Representatives of 
the United States in Congress assembled: Your memorialists, the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oregon, respectfully rep- 
resent unto your honorable bodies, that. the State House of this Ter- 
ritory was consumed by fire before its completion ; that this Terri- 
tory is now destitute of a State House, or other building of its own 
wherein to legislate; and that the calamity which swept from the 
Territory its unfinished State House, left of the moneys.appro- 
priated by your honorable bodies for its erection and completion, 
about $18,400 00 unexpended. Your memorialists further respect- 
fully represent that, of the ordinary appropriations made by your 
honorable bodies to defray the expenses of Territorial legislation. 
in the several Territories, although some of the Territories are 
much less populous than ours, and although labor commands a 
higher reward, and living is more expensive here than in the most of 
the Territories, and although the most of the Territories have con- 
sumed all, and some overrun their appropriations, yet a very consid- 
erable sum so appropriated for Oregon remains unexpended, 

Your memorialists further respectfully represent that, the appro- 
priations heretofore made by your honorable bodies for the erection 
of a penitentiary for this Territory, have all been expended, and we 


‘now possess only a penitentiary brick building, forty-nine and a-half 


feet wide, by one hundred and fourteen feet long, containing six 
substantial stone cells, and six temporary wooden ones; that the: 
appropriations made by your honorable bodies for the erection of a 
penitentiary in this Territory, would:not have been very large, as an 
appropriation for like purpose in a "Territory situate upon the 
Atlantic slope of the Union; yet in this Territory, all building 
materjals are very expensive, and labor commands tnree times the 
remuneration that it does there; that, until within two years last 
past, crime was comparatively unknown, and the necessity of a pen- 
itentiary unfelt in this ‘Territory, but now the dissolute, reckless and 


^ abandoned, seem to be collecting upon ug from the four quarters of 


the globe, and we see and feel, an absolute and pressing necessity 
for penitentiary workshops, and a large increase'of penitentiary cells, 
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Your memorialists further respectfully represent that, Oregon is 
not an unimportant part of-the ** Model Republic, nor are Orggon’s 
hardy sons and fair daughters less deserving of the kind considera: 
tions of their worthy ** Uncle” than any of their brethren elsewhere, 
yet, while but very little comparatively has been appropriated for 
public buildings in Oregon, millions of dollars have been expended in 
the erection of public buildings which highly benefit and adorn our 
fair sister, California. 

And for the reasons hereinbefore stated, your. memoridlists pray 
your honorable bodies to provide by law for the plating of the unex- 
pended balance of the capitol and legislative funds aforesaid at the 
disposal of the legislative assembly ofthe future State of Oregon, to 
be used in the erection of a State-house; and also that your honor- 
able bodies appropriate such & sum of money for the building of 
penitentiary workshops, and. the construction of additional cella for 
the Oregon penitentiary as would be reasonable, and to your honor-

To the Seneate and House of Representatives in — Congress 
assembled : Your memorialists, the Legislative: Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, would respectfully urge üpoh your honorable 
body the utmost necessity of the establishment of a military road 
from the City of Portland, or some point on the navigable waters of 
the Columbia or Willamette rivers to Fort Dalles, in this Territory, 
and herewith memorialize your honorable body to grant an appro- 
priation of money, to be applied to the surveying and construction 
of said road, as above specified, and herewith present a few reasons 
to justify said appropriations. f 

That Fort Dalles, so-called, in this Territory, is situated on the 
east Bide of the Cascade mountains, where military post is kept 
as well as two other military stations further east, at a great expense, 
on account of there not being any practicable road to said point, 
from any other point on the Columbia or Willamette rivers west. 


That large settlements are being made in that section of our Ter-. 
ritory, and not only our citizens, but numbers of U. S. troops sre 
continually passing, and as there is no other mode of traveling, 
except by steamboats, on the Columbia river, which in winter is fre- 
quently frozen over for a long time, rendering communication with 
the western portion of the Territory at times impossible, only 
on foot, and indeed even that is done with great hardship. Your 
memorialists are firmly of the opinion that by an expenditure of 
twenty-five or thirty thousand dollars, judiciously applied, a good 
wagon road can be built, which when so built, would save the United 
States many thousand dollars yearly, and your memorialists would 
further say, that in the year A.D., 1850, Capt. Granger, a United 
States officer measured and same a route starting from Fort 
Dalles and keeping on the north side of Mount Hood, and intersect- 
ing the emigrant road by the way of Phillip Foster’s, where a res- 
sonable good wagon road i is already : made, and shortning the present 
emigrant road some forty miles, and your memorialists would earn- 
estly recommend said route, and in duty bound will ever prsy.

“To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress assembled: Your memorialists, the Legis- 
lative Assembly,of the Territory of Oregon, would respectfully 
represent, that our interests imperati tively demand that a more direct 
and speedy mode of communication be had with the Atlantic States, 
and one attended with less expense and danger to life. We have 
within our Territorial limits all the elements of wealth and prosperity 
—a rich and productive soil—our streams affording water powers of 
of immense magnitude, our hills and mountains rich with minerals of 
almost every description, and a temperate and healthy climate, 

, The inducements which we offer to emigration are many and 
great ; but the character of the route by which it is to reach us, 
are of such a nature as to interpose & most formidable barrier. — 
Emigrants most likely to avail themselves of a soil and climate such. 
38 ours, comes from the northern and western States, and by the 
present routes are obliged to pass through the eastern or southern 


‘States to a point of embarkation; and then by along and tedious 


sea-voyage, through a aultry and sickly climate, Their means are 
exhausted by numerous delays and expenses incident to the voyage 
and their numbers decimated by the fevers of the climate, while 


- laboring under these iic we find by reference to the report 


~ 
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of the survey of ex-Governor I. I. Stevens, that there exist at the 
north, between the head navigable waters of the Columbia and those 
of the Missouri rivers, a good practicable route for a wagón road, 
comming at the Dalles of the Columbia, -peasing through the Colum- 
bis and St Mary’ valley and terminating at Fort Benton or Fort 
Union, 

That the distance between the above named points is about se seven 
hundred (70) miles, and bas been traveled in about eight (8) days. 
We gather these facts, not only from the report before alluded to, 
but from the concurrent testimony of all persons who hava traveled 
this route. Now in view of the advantages which would accrue to 
the federal government in the transportation of United States mails, 
troops and munitions of war, and also tous a Territory, by affording 
a direct and speedy communication between the head navigable 
waters emptying into the Pacific and those emptying into the Atlantic

To thé Honorable, the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress assembled, : Your memorialiste, the Leg- 
islative Assembly of the Territory of Oregon, beg leave most respect- 
fully to call your attention to the present Joint Indian Superinten- 
dency of Oregon and Washington Territories, and would earnestly 
recommend that the same be divided into three separate superinten- 
dencies, as follows : one superintency embracing that portion of said 
Territories lying east of the Cascade mountains, and two others com- 


prising respectfully, the Territories of Oregon and fe west 
of said mountains. í 


The present m ee embraces all that district of country 
extending from the 42d to the 49th parallel of north latitude, and 
the Pacific Ocean to the Rocky mountains, and containing over thirty 
thousand Indians, many of whom were lately in open hostility 
against the white settlers in said Territories. It must be evident, 
therefore, inasmuch as our peace and safety mainly depends upon the 
vigilance and constant care of the several officers whose duty it is to 
watch over these our savage neighbors; and as these Indians are 
scattered over such a vast region of country, mostly without road or 
other facilities for traveling, it is impossible that one superintendent 
can bestow adequate attention to all parts, however efficient and 
capable he may be, and we must in justice to the present highly 
capable superintendent, as well as to the different agents, bear evi- 


dence to the just discharge of their several responsible and difficult 


duties. & 


“An additional reason for the division of the immense district over 
which the present superintendent presides, exists in the present hos- 
tile and treasonable attitude assumed by the fanatical inhabitants of 
Utah: The Mormons are in a position to exercise a powerful 
tee over the great interior tribes east of the Cascade moun- 

tains, and sre already reported to have seduced many bands to join. 
, them by offers to supply them with arms and ammunition. A 
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superintendent located east of the Cascade mountains would be effec. 
tive in contradicting such mischievous influences.
